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High production key 
to recession-Dr. Jones

* A higher economic rate of 
growth (higher production) is the 
solution to the current contraction, 
or recession, in our economy. This 
view was maintained by Dr. Bryce 
Jones, associjate professor of eco- 
nomics at St. Joseph’s, ih-jf lec- 
ture on Feb. 16. 

He spoke orn “Economic Prob- 
lems Facing the New Frontier”. 

According to Dr. Jones, our 
economy is using up the vast 
store of inventories built up 
in recent years. 

This, and not a collapse in con- 
sumer spending, is responsible for 
the present contraction. Dr. Jones 
predicts that by June we will be 
on our way to recovery. 

However, “in 1961, four-hundred 
thousand more workers will enter 
the jabor force than were in it 
in 1960,” said Dr. Jones. Unless 
the growth rate of our economy 
is increased, he warned, 13 per 
cent of the labor force will be 
stagnant by 1965. 

He said that such policies as 
emergency tax cuts are not good, 
and added that the Kennedy ad- 
ministration would probably be 
content with providing compen- 
sation and other measures to re- 
lieve suffering but would stop 
short of drastic changes in eco- 
nomic policy. Any long-range pub- 
lic works projects would not take 
effect in time to rescue the econ- 
omy, but would be intended to 
stimulate the economy over a 
period of years. 

Dr. Jones discussed another 
serious problem now 1 confront- 
ing our economy: chronic in- 
flation. 

— “Consumer prices have risen 
66 per cent since World War II,” 
said Dr. Jones, and “the concen- 
trated industries and labor unions 
are the culprits.” 

A new kind of inflation has 
been evident in the past few years, 
Dr. Jones explained. He called it 
the “cost-push” variety, to dis- 
tinguish it from the usual “de- 
mand-pull” typo of inflation. 

- It is cha racterized by labor. 

unions, which demand higher 
wages in proportion to the rise 
in production and often beyond 
this production increase. This is 
just another “cost” to industry, 
which in turn raises prices to 
equal or surpass the wage hike. 

Dr. Jones said that the Kennedy 
administration’s policy on infla- 
tion is one of “economics by ad- 
monition”. Their intention is to 
put pressure on labor and indus- 


try to keep wage and price de- 
mands moderate. 

They would do this, said 
Dr. Jones, by threats of ex- 
posure and by invoking anti- 
trust laws. “It might work,” 
added Dr. Jones, “but the 
odds are against it.” 

The *' TJkfafice 'of payments and 
the gold problem was another 
area touched upon in the lecture. 

Our balance on current account 
(difference between export and 
import revenues) is favorable, 
said Dr. Jones, but this balance 
is outweighed by U.S. foreign in- 
vestments and loans. 

“We have experienced a $4 
billion gold outflow in the last 3 
years,” said Dr. Jones. Foreigners, 
afraid of a devalued American 
dollar, have been cashing in their 
short-term American assets and 
demanding gold. 

Dr. Jones suggested that we 
encourage foreigners to spend the 
money we lend them in the United 
States.

The showers in Bennett hall, the 
broken windows in Halas, pencil 
sharpeners in Noll, and burned out 
light bulbs everywhere have been 
frequent topics of discussion at Stu- 
dent Council meetings all year. 

Fr. Paul Wellman, business man- 
ager,, of the college, appeared at last 
Monday^ Council meeting in an 
attempt to answer some of the ques- 
tions about campus maintenance 
that have been consistently cropping 

U P- 

Most of the student gripes have 
been legitimate. No one enjoys cold 
showers in January.. No one likes to 
sleep in a room where the inside of 
the windows is caked with ice be- 
cause the heat is turned off or the 
radiators aren’t working. 

But repairs are often delayed be- 
cause no student takes the problem 
to the proper office. Rather, every- 
one complains about it over coffee 
in the Rec hall, and no one really 
looks for a solution. 

Fr. Wellman asked the prefects 
and interhall representatives at the 
meeting to explain the proper pro- 
cedure to the students in their hall. 
Any complaint, he explained, should 
be taken to the floor prefect who 
will in turn report it to him at the 
business; office or to Brother Pius in 
in the Dean of Students office. 

A work order will be made out 
and channeled by Fr. Wellman to 
the appropriate persons, the carpen- 
ters, the plumbers, the janitor, and 
so forth. The job will then be done. 

However, many students still feel 
they are being slighted or ignored 
when they do report a problem and 
nothing at all is done about it. 

Fr. Wellman declared that no stu- 


'em 


dent is purposely put off. “The pri- 
mary purpose of our office,” he said, 

is to render service to St. Joseph’s 
college. And the students are a 
prime consideration.” 

He pointed out that the college 
maintains a skeleton crew — “enough 
people to take care of the, regular 
maintenance when it comes up.” 
When a number of work orders 
come to him he must frequently 
decide which ones are most urgent 
and which ones he can delay until, 
the crews have enough time to get 
to them. 

Some jobs, he said, the crews can- 
not leave immediately unless there, 
is an emergency. 

Thus, Fr. Wellman’s job is a daily 
process of selection. He is faced with 
a multitude of work orders and he 
must select those which are most 
necessary and delay those which can 
safely be delayed until summer. 

It is often difficult for a student 
to see just why his request doesn’t 
receive instant attention. Few stu- 
dents understand either the immedi- 
ate needs or the long range plans of 
the college. And many complaints 
are often just something to “gripe 
about”; the really urgent problems 
are usually promptly taken care of. 

By understanding and following 
the proper procedure for reporting 
a maintenance problem “ and by un- 
derstanding the difficulties under 
which the business office and the 
maintenance crews , work, it seems 
that needed repairs could be speeded
